Pereeiving that a nu 
merous body of the French people were opposed to | 
the Catholic religion, because the religious services | 
were performed in the Latin tongue, he determined | 
to say mnass in French. Knowing also that the doe- 
trine of the infallibility of the Pope shocked many 
Catholics, he rejected this doctrine in forming the 
creed of his new church. The celibacy of the priests had 
occasioned many complaints, and he therefore permit 
ted priests to marry. Thus you see the sect of the Abbe 
Chatel is only an accommodation to the opinions of the 
age. He has attempted to bring religion down to the 
world, since he could not carry the world up to reli- 
gion. He is desirous of m: aking a kind of treaty be- | 
tween the Romish church and France as it is in the 
mneteenth century. 

You must not think of comparing the Abbe Chatel | 
with such reformers as Luther and Calvin. Heisa 
mere pigmy by the side of these great 
With talents of a very inferior order, in a moment of 
i-humouwr, and when he felt personally aggrieved by 
bis ecclesiastical superiours, he undertook to form a 
new church. Our great reformers rested for support 
upon the Bible, and wished above all things to re-es- 
tablish the doctrines taught by Jesus Christ and his 
Apostles. But M. Chatel has taken the Bible only as 
a pretext, and cares litile for evangelical doctrines.— 
His true point of departure has been, France as she | 
now is, with her anti-Christian opinions and prejudi- | 
ces.
